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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1,5,8,26,28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Stieff et al in view of DSP400. 

Stieff et al teach (Fig. 1) a calibrator, employing 4 axles 32; two side spacers that 
support the axles; and two vertical supports on the bottom of the spacers. 

Steiff does not employ a stub, or axles that reach from one spacer to the other, or 
plates attached to the stubs. 

As to claims 1,5,26, it would have been obvious to employ two axles (in lieu of 
Steiff s 4 axles) as DSP400 teaches that a single axle may support targets at its ends. 
In addition, it would have been obvious to employ targets connected to the ends of the 
axles by stubs because DSP400 teaches that targets may be securely connected to the 
ends of axles by stubs, that extent through supports, as readily visible in the top figure 
of p. 22. 

As to claim 8, Stieff illustrates use of two stands, suggestive of 4 stands with 
crossbars for support. 

As to claim 26, attaching the components together involves assembly. Also, it 
would have been obvious to dissemble a devices to allow for transporting the device 
within a smaller volume. That is, individual/unconnected components permit for 
transport in a more compact volume. 
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As to claim 26,28, see the top figure of p. 32 of DSP400, which displays results, 
suggestive of providing evidence of approval. 

Claims 3,4,6,7,9-12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
